Major item on the agenda of 
this week’s meeting of the com- 
mission was this season’s basket- 
ball budget. As has been the 
case in the last several meetings, 
finances predominated for the 
largest part of the hour. 

Coach Ed Adams reported that 
approximately $100 would be 
needed for basketball awards 
which included sweaters and 
blankets and certain expenses for 
Friday night’s banquet. It was 
also pointed out that basketball 
had surpassed its éstimated in- 
come by nearly $500. j 

After considerable controversy 
and heated debate, an appropria- 
tion of $100 was voted for the 
basketball budget. The money 
will come from the basketball 
income surplus. 

Another item to command con- 
siderable attention was the com- 
ing Spring Prom. No definite 
time was set but the week ends 
of April 30-31 and May 28-29 were 
chosen as likely dates for the an- 
nual affair. Commissioner of so- 
cial activities Loren Ingols ‘and 
a committee to be chosen will 
discuss possible sites. It is hoped 
that a Monterey Peninsula site 
can be secured for the ball. 


The matter of the World Stu- 
dent Service Fund was reported 
on by Ingols but it was decided 
that the commission would be 
unable to handle any contribu- 
tions for this year’s campaign. A 
letter will be sent to the Nu 
chapter of the Alpha Gamma 
Sigma asking if they would like 
to handle the task of raising 
funds for the service fund. 

John Vucina, commissioner of 
finance, reported that approxi- 
mately $4 had been derived from 
the opening baseball game with 
the San Jose State Frosh. It was 
also reported that the Pomona 
Glee Club fund was $25 short as 
only five of the 10 clubs had ap- 
propriated the $5 requested from 
each club. Another financial 
matter found the student offi- 
cers voting to transfer $28.92 that 
remain in the transportation fund 
to the conference fund.

The O. P. Silliman Memorial 
Library will be opened to the 
public during Public Schools 
Week, April 26-30. This library 
contains more than 5,000 volumes 
and pamphlets on. ornithology, 
zoology, and history of early Cal- 
ifornia explorations. 

The books were presented to 
the college by Mrs. Mathilda N. 
Silliman, in memory. of her hus- 
band, the late O. P. Silliman, 
prominent Salinas Valley hay 
and grain dealer, who died in 
1943. 

Mr. Silliman studied birds and 
wildlife from the time he was 12. 
The collections of books, bird 
skins, and eggs that he accumu- 
lated during his lifetime were 
all given to institutions of higher 
learning in hopes his work might 
be continued. 

Some of the books are 200 years 
old and others are over 100 years 
old. Some are written in Latin, 
and others in French and other 
foreign languages. 

The library has been closed up 
until now so that proper accom- 
modations could be made for the 
books.
